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W. E. Duggan Speaks 
To Student Clubs 

W. E- Duggan, district forreater, 
widmosed the Ag and Forestry 
Student* on the methods of check¬ 
ing erosion. Illustrating his lecture 
with pictures projected on the 
screen. The lecture took place at 
the regular Ag meeting for the 


Ur Duggan suggested four 
means for checking erosion: (1) 
construct temporary check dam® 
In the gully to catch loose soil In 
which to plant trees. Brush dams, 
properly constructed, are usually 
satisfactory. (2) Slope the bank* 
to an angle of about SO*. This will 
atnrt serve to put into the gully 
top soil necessary for stimulating 
growth. (8) Plant trees, vines, or 
grasses selected for their ability 
to grow quickly and spread their 
roots in the soil, their tops over 
the soil. (4) Protect the vegatlve 
cover from Are, livestock and over 
cutting. 

Mr. Duggan recommended the 
planting of black locusts. He stat¬ 
ed that they grow rapidly, make 
good fence poets, and belong tc 
the legume family, thus adding 
nitrogen to the soil. A mixture 
of black locusts and short leaf pine 
was especially recommended; the 
locusts to be cut down later for 
posts, whiles the short leaf Is left* 
to grow Into saw timber • 

Seedlings for reforestation pur¬ 
poses can be obtained at the Ten¬ 
nessee State Nursery at Jackson, 
Tenn., anytime between January 
15th and April 15th.

We must not listen to the pro¬ 
paganda of the militarist, nor the 
muntion makers for it is they who 
originate wars and not the com¬ 
mon soldier. "We should not believe 
the fallacy that huge armament® 
will prevent war because they dc 
not," warned Rev\ Selah in con¬ 
clusion, and then cited example® 
to prove all his points.

The question 
is immediately raised as to wheth¬ 
er the replacement cost, the origi¬ 
nal cost, or the present market 
price is to be used in the inven¬ 
tory. There is no rule of thumb 
used by bookkeepers in making a 
decision; good judgment is about 
the best guide one can follow.
